quisitors.” 
Referring to the “paraly zing in­ 
fluence of McCarthy ism.” Lehman 
said it started as “a guerrilla ac­ 
tivity ” and since last January has 
become “a full-scale assault on 
the 
government 
service, 
the 
schools, the stage, the publishing 
world and even on our churches.” 
Say s Liberties Hurt 
“The effects of these activities 
have been far-reaching and ap­ 
palling,” Lehman went on, adding: 
“One effect has been to create 
more disunity at home than we 
have had in generations. The gov­ 
ernment service has been filled 
with fear and paraly zed in the 
exercise of judgment.- Civil liber­ 
ties have been cast under a pall. 
The basic concepts of due process 
and of presumptive innocence un­ 
til guilt has been proved have 
been distorted bey ond recogni­ 
tion.” 
Lehman continued, “from these 
particular developments, in my 
judgment, the Soviet cause has 
profited more than it could from 
k nowing all our vital defense se­ 
crets.” 
Calls Policy Violent 
McCarthy , Jenner and Velde 
“have undertak en to impose on 
this country not only their pe­ 
culiar brand of political ortho­ 
doxy , but also their own violent 
concept of foreign policy ,” Leh­ 
man asserted. 
“They propose not 
only to go it alone, but to do it 
alone, and to do it to every body .” ( 
Lehman declared: 
“Against 
persons 
the 
attack 
has been pressed on interchange­ 
able grounds of disloy alty , un- 
orthodoxy and failure to accept 
the infallibility of McCarthy , Jen­ 
ner and Velde as supreme arbiters 
of patriotism and of the way s of 
justice. . . . 
“On policies, the attack has 
been based on the strange as­ 
sumption that any foreign policy 
program having its origins in the 
past administration is, by defini­ 
tion wrong and evil.”

Gen. Herbert H. Brownell’s recent 
charge

Harry S. Truman promoted the 
late treasury aid Harry Dexter 
White despite an adverse FJ3I re­ 
port. 
Truman said he promoted 
White so that the FBI could con­ 
tinue its probe. 
The New- York senator said 
Brownell’s allegations constituted 
“a new essay in sensationalism” 
and was “unfortunately timed and 
carelessly phrased.” 
Brownell’s attack , Lehman said, 
“is of the same nature, as those 
made by McCarthy and Jenner 
against “the loy alty of fine patri­ 
otic men” lik e former secretaries 
of state George C. Marshall and 
Dean Acheson. 
Lehman said he was especially 
concerned by “a dangerous pre­

On 
Friday , Dec. 4, the barn ow’ned by 
Rose Stice was destroy ed by fire 
at Ruby , and the following after­ 
noon the Archie Van Benschoten 
barn at Mount Marion was de­ 
stroy ed. A flock of 300 chick ens, a 
pony and a cow perished in the 
Van Benschoten barn fire, with 
total loss tentatively estimated at 
$2 0,0 0 0. 
The cause of neither fire was 
k nown. 
Sgt. Arthur A. Reilly of the BCI 
disclosed this morning that y ester­ 
day ’s fire at the schoolhouse was 
deliberately set. He did not elab­ 
orate on the evidence upon which 
this conclusion was based, but 
other unconfirmed reports indicat­ 
ed that traces of gasoline or k ero­ 
sene were found near the point of 
origin, and that a five-gallon can 
was also found nearby .

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DEPRESSIONS MADE IN MINDS 
For the p ast fou r months, the index of 
American bu siness has been trending down­ 
ward. This still leav e u s way u p high on the 
economic ladder, a long distance from any 
condition that cou ld fairly be called a reces­ 
sion or a dep ression. 
Nev ertheless, a drop -off like this inev itably 
is accomp anied by a lot of gloomy talk. In 
fact, it frequ ently begins before any decline 
is ev ident. 
When the crash of 1929 u shered in the 
Great Dep ression, p anic grip p ed the cou ntry. 
Forces of u nimagined p ower ap p eared to be 
at work, and the natu ral resp onse to the 
u nknown is fear. 
• 
Looking back, many men today say that, 
u nder the p rod of fear, emp loyers needlessly 
slashed p ay rolls and cu t p rodu ction. Cou ld 
they hav e maintained a healthy confidence, 
bu siness might not hav e drop p ed so far. 
The story cannot be the same in 1953. 
The economy is u nderp inned by all kinds of 
sp ecial p rop s. The gov ernment has a v ariety 
of anti-dep ression weap ons, and its economic 
radar keep s it keenly sensitiv e to any ap ­ 
p roach of seriou s trou ble. Rising p op u lation 
p resages steadily exp anding markets. 
Yet that does not mean we hav e achiev ed 
a dep ression-p roof economy. Any system 
managed and op erated by hu man beings is 
su bject to hu man frailties. Fear and u ncer­ 
tainty are still common manifestations of 
American life, thanks largely to the dev ilish 
designs of the Kremlin. And the habit of 
feai; is contagiou s. 
In sp ite of all ou r safegu ards, we could, 
p resu mably, talk ou rselv es into another 
dep ression by comp ou nding the fears which 
stir so easily these days on many fronts. 
Pau l Hoffman, former chief foreign aid 
administrator and now board chairman of 
the Stu debaker Corp oration, recognizes this 
p ossibility in a recent New York Times 
article called “How to Av oid a Psycho- 
Recession.’* 
What Hoffman says, in effect, is that if 
you feel a dep ression coming on you ou ght 
to cou nt to 14. He lists 14 sp ecific blessings 
which ou ght to reassu re the American who 
eyes a downward-trailing line on the bu siness 
chart. 
Those blessings inclu de high av erage in­ 
come, increased p ersonal sav ings, record 
emp loyment, p lentifu l credit, imp ending tax 
cu ts, the aforementioned p rop s to the econ­ 
omy like farm-p rice su p p orts, rising p rodu c­ 
tiv ity, exp anding markets, still heav y gov ern­ 
ment sp ending, new indu stries, and an 
absence of sp ecu lativ e excesses like those 
in the 1920’s. 
Yet merely cou nting these adv antages is 
not enou gh, in his v iew. To av oid talking 
ou rselv es into a recession, we mu st u se these 
p ositiv e factors as a sp ringboard to confi­ 
dent action. 
If we think they sp ell basic sou ndness, 
then we cannot be p u t to trembling ¿ov er 
occasional downward sweep s of the bu siness 
cu rv e. These shou ld only be the signal for 
u s to work harder, to sell harder, to dev elop 
more p rodu cts and more ingeniou s ways of 
making them. 
Dep ressions are made in the minds of 
men. There they shou ld die, before they are 
born.

THE BIO THREE 
There is really nothing to report about the Big 
Three Conference; A press release was issued but 
it tells little that helps to understand what ag ree­ 
ments have ben reached. Perhaps five or ten y ears 
from now some Cong ressional committee will pro­ 
duce the decisions that the Three Wise Men 
reached at Bermuda. 
It mig ht be said that this is a èy nical attitude; 
it mig ht also be said that Eisenhower, Churchill 
and Laniel could not g ive their hands away , that 
they must be secretive lest Malenkov know all 
their plans. That was. in effect, the answer to all 
inquiries concerning the. Yalta Conference, but 
Alg er Hiss was present at that one, just as Harry 
Dex ter White was present at Bretton Woods. 
Op en dip lomacy has really nev er been p rac­ 
ticed in hu man history, bu t Woodrow Wilson 
sp oke of it as an end to be attained. Wilson him­ 
self engaged in Secret Dip lomacy at the Paris 
'Conference, making a deal regarding Shantu ng 
which had the effect ot staring China on "the p ro- 
Ru ssian p ath from which all the world is still 
su ffering. Wilson cou ld not p rodu ce an op en 
cov enant op enly arriv ed at becau se the shop - 
trained dip lomats were horrified at the idea of the 
p eop les of the world knowing abou t their own 
bu siness. Harry Hop kins was not the first to be­ 
liev e that the p eop le are too du mb; he may hav e 
been the first to say it ou t lou d. 
If we believ e what we are told, the Big Three 
accomp lished in lou r days of talk nothing more 
concrete than that a Big Fou r Conference on the 
Foreign Ministers lev el be called for Janu ary 4 in 
Berlin, if Adenau er of Germany agrees. The as­ 
su mp tion from that mu st be that an agenda or a 
formu lation has also been worked ou t which re­ 
qu ires Adenau er’s ap p rov al. This leads to the fu r­ 
ther conclu sion that the u nification of Germany is 
to be the main su bject for discu ssion. 
It is u nbeliev able that Winston Chu rchill did 
not p rop ose a conference with Malenkov . That has 
been his p et for too long a p eriod for anyone to 
accep t the notion that Chu rchill was silent abou t 
it. On the other hand, as no inv itation has been 
p u blicly addressed to Malefikov , all we can do is 
wait and see. Unless we are told abou t what 
Eisenhower said to Chu rchill, we mu st assu me 
that the su bject came u p and was not carried 
fu rther. 
Malenkov does not want a Big Fou r Conference 
on the highest lev el. He wants a Big Fiv e Con­ 
ference, inclu ding not only himself bu t Mao Tze- 
tu ng. Ev en Winston Chu rchill mu st recognize, as 
a p ractical p olitician, that no President of the 
United States can sit down with Mao Tze-tu ng 
while the blood of Americans, shed not in war bu t 
in p rison camp s, is still on his hands. 
Tru e, at this moment most Americans are so 
anxiou s abou t redu ced taxes that they are some­ 
what ap athetic toward many qu estions of honor 
and dignity, bu t they are beginning to realize wfiat 
a bru tal trimming we got at the hands of the 
Chinese Commu nists. The inv estigations of Senator 
Charles E. Potter of Michigan of atrocities, too 
long su p p ressed, are ju st beginning to add hu milia­ 
tion to insu lt. 
Fu rthermore, the qu estion of seating Red China 
in the United Nations is always on tap and it is 
imp ossible that Sir Winston Chu rchill did not gru nt 
something on this su bject. Again, it mu st hav e 
been clear, ev en to Sir Winston, who cou ld ration­ 
alize giv ing Poland to Ru ssia after his cou ntry 
had gone to war to sav e Poland from p artition by 
both Ru ssia and Germany—ev en he mu st realize 
that any agreement to seat Red China wou ld to­ 
day p rodu ce a major p olitical crisis in the United 
States. Congress has already p assed a resolu tion 
on the su bject and it is altogether p robable that 
were su ch an agrément made, Congress wou ld 
withdraw ou r cou ntry from the United Nations by 
v oting no ap p rop riations. Ev en President Eisen­ 
hower cou ld not stem the ti^e. 
The Three Wise Men mu st hav e comp lained to 
each other abou t the terrible p eop le each has in 
his owm cou ntry—Laniel’s Commu nists, Chu rchill’s 
Socialists, and Eisenhower’s Rep u blicans, miserable 
p eop le who believ e what they think is tru e and 
refu se to comp romise for exp ediency. It is tou gh 
to try to ru n a cou ntry in w'hich the op p osition is 
free to op p ose. It is so mu ch easier for Malenkov . 
Look how easily he managed abou t Beria!

SURGICAL TREATMENT OF COLITIS 
You may not hear or read the word “diarrhoea” 
as often as formerly becau se the w'ord colitis (in­ 
flammation of the colon or large intestine) has 
taken its p lace. Colitis in its mildest form is called 
mu cou s colitis. 
In these times of u p setment p hysicians are 
finding many cau ses of colitis becau se, in the great 
majority of cases, nerv ou sness, or an emotional 
distu rbance is the u nderlying cau se. By treating 
the emotional distu rbances or distu rbance by ex­ 
p laining how the emotions can distu rb the entire 
digestiv e tract, in fact can distu rb the workings 
of all the organs of the body, the p atient then 
learns to take things in his stride and gets relief 
or almost comp lete relief from colitis. 
Howev er, there are cases where there is more 
than a simp le irritation or inflammation of the 
colon, in fact, the inflammation is so sev ere that 
there is u lcer and p u s formation of the lining su r­ 
face of the colon. This condition is called u lcera­ 
tiv e colitis.

In Postgradu ate Medicine, Dr. Richard B. Cat- 
tell, Su rgeon, Lahey Clinic, Boston, states that 
u lcerativ e colitis is concerned with many tragedies 
resu lting from delay before adequ ate treatment is 
giv en, treatment may be ineffectu al, and too great 
delay occu rs before op eration, and also tragedies 
becau se of former su rgical treatment. 
“Du ring a p eriod of 20 years at the Lahey 
Clinic, we hav e op erated on ap p roximately 400 
p atients in the acu te or chronic stage of u lcerativ e 
colitis. For the 103 cases in a ten-year p eriod, 
there wras a death rate of 20 p er cent. Fortu nately, 
with the second larger grou p of 300 p atients du r­ 
ing the p ast ten years, the death rate was greatly 
redu ced. Of 141 p atients op erated on in a three- 
and-a-half year p eriod, 6 died (a death rate of 4.3 
p er cent); of 104 p atients w'ho had the entire colon 
remov ed, only one died.” 
Dr. 
Cat tell describes the 
v ariou s 
su rgical 
methods of treatment u sed in an effort to sav e the 
colon in case a cu re becomes known and the 
p atient will again be able to u se his colon, bu t 
from their exp erience at the Lahey Clinic, the 
colon wrill nev er be u sefu l again. 
“Finally, on the basis of this exp erience in the 
treatment of a large nu mber of p atients with 
chronic u lcerativ e colitis, wre wou ld like to sou nd a 
hop efu l note with relation to su rgical treatment.” 
We do not wish to ap p ly su rgical treatment in those 
cases that can be handled su ccessfu lly medically, 
bu t when medical treatment (inclu ding u se of p eni­ 
cillin) fails, or there are comp lications, we can 
now assu re the p atient that op eration can be done 
with relativ e safety and it can eradicate the dis­ 
ease.” 
Dr. Cattell’s article shows that su rgical treat­ 
ment of u lcerativ e colitis has greatly imp rov ed in 
recent years, reflected best by the redu ction of 
op erativ e deaths from 20 p er cent to 5 p er cent; 
that is, only one in 20 dies instead of one in 5.
